The amendments and arguments regarding specification objection and 35 USC 101 rejections have been accepted by the Examiner. 
Therefore, prior specification objection and 35 USC 101 rejections have been withdrawn. 

Regarding the Applicants' argument on pages 13-14 that prior art does not teach the newly added limitation of "storing the hit-list as a 
collection of resources which is used for further actions or stored as a persistent collection, the stored hit-list including a collection of 
heterogeneous resources" to claims 1 and 25, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

In addition to Siefert reference disclosing that the user is provided with a retrieved collections of hit-list which can be used for further 
action of retrieving implying that the hit-list of resources are stored before the retrieving (see Fig. 11-13, and Col. 11, lines 10-15, Siefert), 
the Singh reference in paragraphs 372 and 389 clearly discloses that the results or hit-lists are stored in a storage for further action by the 
user. Moreover, it is a basic knowledge in the art that the retrieved results are stored in the RAM memory of the user's computer awaiting 
further action by the user. 

Furthermore, Siefert discloses different types of resource profiles for as books, movies, and documents (see Fig. 40-54, col. 4, line 65 
through col. 5, line 56, and col. 18, lines 6-27, Siefert) and the user is provided with a retrieved collections of hit-list which can be used for 
further action of retrieving implying that the hit-list of resources are stored before the retrieving (see Fig. 11-13, and Col. 11, lines 10-15, 
Siefert). 

Regarding the Applicants' argument on page 15 that prior art does not teach limitation of "wherein the narrowed hit-list is displayed based 
on the resource type" recited by claim 37, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

Singh in Fig. 8-9, [0079], [0163], and [0204] teaches displaying the hit list based on the resource type of books. 
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
